The high producers lay 
the color out of their shanks, and so 
any bird with yellow shanks after a 
year of laying has been a poor pro­ 
ducer for that year. 
“Those birds with soft and [iiiable 
com bs about October 1 are in general 
hefter producers than those with hard 
and dried-up combs. 
As a bird molt - 
the comb tends to shrink and become 


hard, but birds in good condition and 
laying have pliable combs. 
“ With (In? White Leghorn pullets 
which have yellow pigment iii the 
earlobe af the start of th** season a 
white earlobe will he an indication of 
high production. 
Those birds with 
yellow pigment iii the earlobe will lay 
out this color until the lobes are 
white. 
‘•'rho smoothness, pliability and oili­ 
ness of the skin are indications of 
egg production. 
A laying bird has a 
softer, smoother feeling than tile non­ 
laying bird. 
“Due to the yolks developing in the 
ovary and the increase in size of the 
the abdomen swells out in 
preparation 
for 
th** 
laying 
season. 
When ‘ a bird gets ready to stop lay­ 
ing the abdomen shrinks. 
This fact 
is valuable in telling what the bird 
may do for the next two or three 
weeks, or by knowing w hether the bird 
is laying at a certain time of the year. 
“Tie* practical .application of these 
facts is to discard at tie* end of a lay­ 
ing year all pullets which have yellow 
shanks, dried-up combs and shrunken 
abdomens.”

themselves to those who have noticed 
our country roads this season. 
The 
first fact is that proper drainage is 
vitally necessary in order to have a 
permanently good road. 
The second 
fact is that a well-graded and drained 
earth road, when dragged regularly, 
will give us a passable and fairly good 
road even under abnormal w eather 
conditions. Some of the hest roads we 
have passed over this season have 
been simply dirt roads receiving b o ­ 
drag treatm ent. Some of the worst roads 
we have gone over this season have 
been expensively m ade graveled roads 
which have been had simply because 
of lack of drainage. The fundam ental 
principle of road building, after all is 
said ami done, is to so grade our roads 
aud provide drainage that the w ater 
can get away. 
Sentiment 
in 
the 
middle 
W est 
seems to he gradually settling down to 
the opinion that good roads are a ne­ 
cessity and not a luxury. 
Building 
roads 
for 
automobile 
owners 
now 
means building roads for farm ers and 
not for city people alone. 
The farm 
tractor and the farm truck of the fu­ 
ture will further emphasize the im­ 
portance of good country roads. 
The 
only tiling that must be insisted on is 
that roads must be made* of the best 
materials at hand, and the work must 
he done under the supervision bf those 
who understand road-making. 
This 
supervision naturally adds to the cost. 
Another thing that must be understood 
is that maintenance of the road year 
after year, prompt attention being paid 
to repairs, is just as necessary as the 
first construction. 
We predict that good-road building 
will continue to he one of the most 
popular subjects for discussion for the 
next few* years. The proposed federal 
aid for road building, providing $75,- 
000,000 to be spent during the next 
five years when a similar sum is raised 
by the local community, means th a t a 
national system of roads is to become

METHOD OF PATCHING HOLES 


Gravel Is Mixed With Heavy Road Oil, 
Which Acts as Binder— Use a 
Concrete Mixer. 


The modern scheme of -protecting 
road surfaces with sprayed oil has de­ 
veloped a new method of patching 
holes. 
Gravel is mixed with a heavy 
road oil. which acts as a hinder. This 
is prepared in advance and carted to 
the place where the patching is to be 
Alone. L*»ss gravel Is needed than when 
it is used dry, because the hole need 
he filled only level ami tamped, while 
with the ordinary method the patching 
gravel must be heaped above the nor­ 
mal surface of the road. W here patch­ 
ing on a large scale is to be done, a 
concrete mixed can he used to prepare 
the 
mixture. — Popular 
Mechanics

interview 
with the Knit od Press. 
His decla­ 
ration follows the action of National 
league magnates who, in their meet­ 
ing last week in New' York, agreed 
to prevent boisterous discussions on 
the playing field. 
No Knocking From the Bench. 
Em pires in 
the 
National league 
hereafter are to be treated with more 
respect, and their decisions are to 
be final. Also there will be no more 
verbal attacks 
on 
visiting players 
by the white clad players, nor will 
the home guard have to listen to sal­ 
lies from the visitors’ bench. 
“ This is the day of alibis,” Presi­ 
dent Tenor said. “ The baseball play­ 
er is much like the average mother. 
When a boy is hard 
to 
control the 
mother blames his companions; when 
a baseball player 
looks 
bad on a 
play he doesn’t like to take all the 
blame, so he looks around for some 
ore lo take it. And the umpire is oft­ 
en the handiest. 
Usually 
he 
says 
tilings 
he shouldn’t and 
then he 
is 
put out of the game and fined. 
Up 
to the Club Owners Now. 
“ W e 
have certain laws which are 
meant to control the actions of play­ 
ers and managers on 
the 
field, and 
heretofore we have been forced to do 
all the 
disciplining. 
Hereafter 
the 
club ow ners are going to take a hand 
with a view' to stopping all wrang­ 
ling before it starts. 
“ To this end every club has agreed 
to keep bad talk down. No player will 
tx* allowed to yell from the bench at 
opposing players, nor 
to 
make tile 
same kind of attack on the field of 
play.” 
Governor Tener is a firm believer 
in baseball for the fan. The fan pays 
for the game, he declares, and should 
be given what he p.ays for. 
He be­ 
lieves the spectator gets weary when 
he sees and hears a wrangle on the 
field, and he does not believe 
the 
bug pays for a newspaper 
to read 
statements regarding a fracas in a 
baseball 
game. Boxing 
exhibitions, 
Governor Tener 
is 
convinced, 
are 
provided in suitable places, and the 
National league is not 
in rom peti­ 
tion with the gentlemen who are pro­ 


moting them. 
But No Let Down in Pep. 


These new' rulings 
do 
not mean 
there will be any lack in enthusiasm, 
according to President Tener. On the 
contrary, there is expected to be just 
as much as ever, with a 
little 
more 
cleanliness. 
Coaching will be more 
encouraged than ever, he said, 
but 
players in the 
National 
league will 
have to confine their conversational 
abilities to players wearing uniforms 
like their own. 
Speed in playing the games and the 
elimination of dissatisfaction for the 
spectators is expected by the Nation­ 
al league head 
to 
prove 
the chief 
benefit from the new* order.

They then 
planted crops of rye, wheat, rape, and 
grass to afford the pig grazing plots of 
green forage. 
A cold frame was also 
put in and cabbage plants were grown 
for sale, the money thus realized being 
turned over to buy whatever additional 
feed was necessary to keep the young 
j animal. 
As a result of the interest aroused, 
taxpayers and members of the school 
board have given their support U> the 
establishment of a small demonstration 
farm. More land Is to be purchased 
and the county agent is to visit the 
school each week. 
Since the pig was 
brought into the school less than a 
year ago, the membership of the coun­ 
ty Pig club has more than trebled.

save many dollars every week if they 
will only use a little more care. 
“With weather conditions as they 
are now' an egg will spoil in forty- 
eight hours if it is not stored in a 
cool place, and I would suggest that 
eggs be gathered early and marketed 
frequently.” 
Many country people seem to have 
the practice of gathering eggs late in 
the day anti then leaving them in a 
shed or some other hot place and 
marketing them 
at irregular inter­ 
vals. 
The inevitable result of this is 
that when the eggs are submitted to 
the candling test a big percentage of 
them are absolutely worthless, 
lf the 
farmers would apply as much care in 
handling of eggs as they do in their 
other farm work, they would find 
themselves many dollars ahead when 
they figure up their profits for the 
year.
